Re: Makedonka From Michael Herman 


Enjoyed reading your last issue of VILTIS as usual. 
Could I give you our side of the Makedonka Kolo. I agree 
with you 100% that there are dozens of other Greek re- 
cords to do the Syrto to, and that therefore the Makedonka 
Kolo be used only for what the Serbians do to it. 

Originally that is what we tried to do in our classes. 
However, take our International House group, when I'd 
teach the Makedonka Kolo, the simplest version, and then 
put the record on, the Greek students would immediately 
make a separate circle and burst into a Syrto, with con- 
fusion resulting in the rest of the group. 

The same thing happens at Folk Dance House, for 
the Greeks immediately do a Syrto. When we were in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania this summer, we saw and notated about 
a dozen different Kolos done to the Makedonka Kolo 
record, and John Filcich will have to agree with us that 
in one spot we saw at the same time about 6 different 
versions being done in the same circle. 

So it winds up with not knowing which version to 
choose sometime. Of course with a group of just plain 
American Folk aDncers any version you choose would be 
okay, but in a mixed group you ran into trouble. 

When we use it for the Syrto, we always preface our 
instruction with a complete story of the dance, the fact 
that the music is Greek, that the Serbians originated the 

dance in this country and that the words are being sung in 


Serbian. Michael Herman
